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The Houſe of Auſtria. 
HE 1lluſtrious Houſe of Auſtria, having the largeſt ex- 


tent of Dominions among: the European Princes, I 
have thought fit to begin with that. This Houſe owes 
its Original to the Earls of Habsburg; whom a late 
Writer derives from the Counts of Mount Aventine, of the ancient 
Perleenian Family ; which was formerly of the greateſt Repute 
9 and Authority of any in Rowe; and had its ſeat on Mount Aven- 
Ir tine, Alberts Dives Anicinms Perleonizs, a perlon Deſcended of 
the ſaid Family, was driven out of Rome, An.1144. by the Ar- 
naldiſtick Hereticks, together with his Brother Rudolph, in de- 
fence of the Roman See. Whereupon he travelled into Switzer- 
|! land, and there married the Daughter of Wernerms, laſt Earl of 
'S Habsburg, of the Anician Perleonian Race. 
+$S This Albertus Dives Anicins was Great Grandfather to Rudolph 
the fourth Earl of Habsburg, the firſt German Emperour of the 
T Anician Perleontan Family. | 
4 This Rudolph the firit, was the Common Father of the Au-: 
y ffrian Family, born May 1. 1218. He was eleted Emperour 
An. 12,73. by the unanimous conſent of the Princes of the Em- 
pire, and crowned the fame year at Aix a Chapelle, and at a 
Diet held at Amburg 1.1282. he had Auſtria letcled on his eldeſt 
Son Albert (who was firſt Duke .of Auſtria) and Schwaben on Ru- 
* dolph, his youpgeſt Son, Philip the ff. deſcended from Albert,

vinces, when the Houſe of Auſfris became likewiſe divided into 
the Spaniſh and German Lines. 


The Spaniſh Lyme. 


I. THE Author of the Spaniſh Line was Charles the fifth, born 

KL at Ghent, in Flangers, An. 1590. At fourteen years of 
Age he had the Government of the Netherlands given him. At 
ſixteen he was Crowned King of Speair. At nineteen ele&ed 
Emperour, and Crowned the year following at Aix ls Chappelle. 
He annexed the Duchy of Miain to his Houſe for ever. He 
concluded a Peace with the Proteſtants at Paſſaw, An. 1552, and 
three years after he Abdicated his Government, leaving the Em- 
pire to his Brother Ferdinand, and the Kingdom of Spain, with 
the Low Countries, and 1ts other dependencies to his Son Phlip, 
Great Grandfather to the preſent King of Spain, Charles the 
Second, who waz born Nov. 6. 1661, and on the 21. of December 
following was - Chriftened Carolus-Foachimus- Foſephus- Antonirs - 
Leonardus; He ſucceeded in the Kingdom at the death of his 
Father Philipthe Fourth ; wha died Sepr. 17.1665. and in the year 
1675, being entred on the fifteenth year of his Age, he took on 

the Government of his Eſtates; whereas during his minority, 
the ſupream Government was under the Regency of the Queen 
hi Mother, named Mary-Anv»e, Daughter of the Emperour Fer- 
dinand the Fourth, and is now Dewager of Spain, She was born. 


OF, 12. 1631. and married to Philip the Fourth, King of Spain,

This King, Aug.31. An. 1679. eſpouſed the Princeſs Mar ye 
Louiſe of Orleans, eldeſt Daughter to Philip, Duke of Orleans, by 


the Princeſs Henrietra-Merigs, youngeſt Daughter -to our late 
King Charles the Firffh, The Prince of Conde eſpouſed her in 


the Chappel of the Houſe of Forcainebleen, in the name of the

King of Spain ; and the Martiage was Canlimmated Nov. 19. of 
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the aid year 1699, near Burgos, in Old Caſtile. She was born 
March 75. 1662, And this Queen dying without Iſſue Az. 1689. 
he the ſame year married Maria- Anne, Daughter of Philip-William, 
Duke of Newburg, and Elefor Palatine, the preſent Queen, born 
OF. 28. 1667. 
© I, For Arms, he bears Quarterly : the firſt Quarter Counter- 
' Quartered : in the firſt and fourth Gules, a Caſtle triple towered 
Or, each with three Battlements, bordered Azure, Purfled Sable, 
for Ceſtile. In the ſecond and third Argent, a Lion Gules, Crowned 
Langued and armed Or, for Leo. In the ſecond great Quarter, 
Or, four great Pallets Gules, for Aragon. Party Or, four Pallets 
alſo Gules, betwixt two Flanches Argent, charg'd with as many 
__ Sable, membred, becked and crowned Azure, for Arragon 
and Sicily, Theſe two great Quarters grafted in Baſe, Argent, a 
Pomegranate Verte, ſtalked and leav'd of the ſame, open and 
ſeeded Gules, for Granada. On the whole Argent, five Eſcutcheons 
Azure, placed croſswile, each charg'd with five Beſants Argent, 
placed in Saltier, for Portugal. The Shield bordered Gules, with 
ſeven Towers Or, three in Chief, two in Fefe, and two toward 
the Baſe, for Algarve, In the third great Quarter, Gules, a Feſſe 
Argent, for Auſtria, Coupe and ſupported by Ancient Burgundy, 
which 1s, bendy of f1x pieces Or and Azure, bordered Gw/es. In 
the fourth great Quarter, Aznare, ſemEof Flower de Luces Or, 
with a 54S. 3s Compone Argent and Gules, for Modern Burgundy. 
Coupe Or. ſupported Sable, a Lion Or, for Brabant. 'Thele 
two great Quarters charged with an Efcutcheon Or, and a Lion 
Sable, arm'd and langued Gules, for Flanders. Party Or, an 
Eagle Sable, for Anvers, the Capital City of the Holy Empire. 
For Creſt, a Crown trefoiled Or, rais'd with eight Diadems, or 
Semicircles terminating in a Mond Or; which is the Creſt of 
Spain. The Collar of the Order of the Golden Fleece encom- 
paſſes the Shield, and on the ſides of it ſtand the two Pillars of 
Hercules, wiz. on each {ide one, with this Motto, Plus ultra. ; 
' The foreſaid Order was refus'd by Lewis the Eleventh, King of 
France, as having been founded by a Duke, who was Vaſlal to 
the Crown of France, viz, Philip, ſurnamed, the Good, Duke of 
Burgundy, who Inftituted it at Bruges, Av. 1429. It may be worth 
notice that the Arms of Caſtile and Leon are the firſt, which have

The Title of the Moſt Catholick King, was given by Pope 
Alexander the Sixth to Ferdinand the Fifth, and his Succeſſors, 
for having rooted out of Spain the Moors and Sarracens. | 

You may alſo note that the eldeſt Sons of the Kings of Spain 
are called Princes. of the 4furias; as thoſe of the German Em- 
perors, Arch Dukes of Auſtria, Thoſe of the Kings of England, 
Princes of Wales. Thoſe of the Kings of Portugal, Princes of Al- 


garves. Thoſe of the Dukes of Sawoy, Princes of Piemont, &C-

Profeſles the Roman Religion, and uſes the Spaniſh Language. 

HI. Madrid, ſituate in New Caſtile, having been the place of 
Reſidence of the Kings of Spain, ſince the time of Pbil:p the 
Second, 1s become, from a Village, to be the moſt populous 
Town of all Spam. The Houſes are built of Brick, and the 

reateſt part four Stories high, all having Iron Balcones. All 
- upper Rooms in the Town belong to the King, who is al- 


lowed for them. There are 1n it ſeveral Publick Edifices very beauti- 


ful; among others the famous Square for the Bull Feaſt. This 
Town is about the bigneſs of Briſtol, and 1s kept very naſtily, 
the filth and excrementslying 1n the Streets; tho on this account 
excuſable ; becauſe the Inhabitants who drink Well Water there, 
are fearful to {ink neceſiary Conveniencies, leſt the Waters ſhould 


| betainted thereby. 


About ſeven Miles North from Madrid is ſeated the Eſcurial, 
or Monaſtery of S. Lawrence, built by King Philip the Second. 
les a Structure ſo ſplendid , magnificent and ſumptuous, that 
ſome think no Building in times paſt, or at preſent comparable 
to it. The front towards the Weſt is adorned with three ſtately. 
Gates, the middlemoſt whereof leads into a moſt magnificent 


Temple, and a Monaſtery, in which are one hundred and fifty 


Monks of the Order of S. Hierom, and a College. That on the righe 


| Hand opens into divers Offices, belonging. tothe Monaſtery. That 
on the left, into Schools. and Out-houſes belonging to the Col- 
- lege. At the four Corners there are four Turrets of excellent 


Workmanſhip, and for hight Majeſtical. Towards che North is 
the Kings Palace. On the South parts divers beautiful and ſum- 
ptuous Galleries, and on the Eaſt part ſundry Walks and Gardens, 


very. plealing and. delightful. It contains in_ all thirty ſeven 
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Court and Cloiſters, Eleven thouſand Windows, Eight hundred 
Pillars, and is indeed a moſt noble Strufture. There are in it 
Seven .Communities, ſeven Priors, and a Grand Prior. The 
Revenue 1s above Thirty,thouſand Crowns per annum; and there 
is a Library 1n it, containing above Eighteen thouſand Books, 
and among them a great many Arabick Manuſcripts. 

Toledo is the Capual City of New Caftile, being fituate near the 
midſt of Spain, on the River Tapus. Its about Four Miles in 
compaſs, and 15 well fortified and beaurified with a good number of 
ſRately Edifices; and by reaſon of its ſituation in the midſt of Spazn, 
its well inhabited both by Nobility, Merchants and Scholars, be- 
ſide ſuch Soldiers and their Officers who are contiually garriſon'd 


in it. Its alſo honored with the See of an Archbiſhop, who is the 


Metropolitan of Spain, and Preſident for the moſt part, of the 
Inquiſition, having a Revenue of Three hundred thouſand Crowns 
er annum, and Seventeen other Towns under his Juriſdi&ion, 
both in Spirituals and Temporals. | a 
Granads is the- Capital City of the Kingdom call'd by that 
name, whoſe whole Circuit 1s ſaid to be Szven Miles; it having 
contain'd in the time of the Moors Two hundred thouſand Souls, 


and where the Houſes of the beſt fort are, for the moſt part, 


built of Free-ſtone, with delicate and artificial Maſonry, ſhew- 
ing their Magnificence. 


Sevil, the Capital City of Andaluſia, in the Kingdom of Cor-,. 


duba, is look'd upon by ſome to be the. faireſt City of all Spais. 
Iris in compaſs fix Miles, divided into two parts by the River Bz- 
zi5, on which its ſeated; but joined together by a ſtrong and beau- 
tiful Bridge; the whole environed with beautiful Walls, and a- 
dorned with many magnificent and ſtately Buildings; as Palaces, 
Churches and Monaſteries. It has a flouriſhing Univerlity, adorned 


with a goodly Library, furniſhed by Diego, the Son of Chri/tspber Co- * 


lIambas the firſt Founder of it, with Twelve thouſand Volumes in 
ſeveral Languages, gathered together with extraordinary Care and 
Chan and endowed witha fair Revenue, for the Maintenancs 
and Enjargement of it. Its alſo a Town particularly famous for 
Traffick, here being the publick Emporeur of Spain for Wines, Oils, 
and Commodities brought from the Indies, and other Foreign 
Parts. So. much concerning the Towns of. greateſt Note in Spazz. 

The King of Spain has likewiſe in Italy the City of Main, be- 


iog the faireſt and biggeſt City of all Lombardy, containing _

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oF The Houſe bf Auſtria. 


les 1 aſs. and Two hundred thouſand People. Its ſeat- 
j4 enter O14 Rivers Ticinas and Addxs, which run hard by it to 
the great Conveniency of the Inhabitants, borh for having things 
brought to them at cheap Rates, and for vending and diſperſing 
their ManufaQures, which are of great eſteem 1n moſt parts of 
the World. It fAotriffies in all Riches, and in the Beauty of its 
Edifices, both publick and private ; but three eſpecially commend- 
ed for their Magnificence; the Caſtle, the Hoſpital, and the 
Cathedral. Its fortified with Walls, Ramparts, and deep Trenches, 
and the Caſtle ingit is fo ſtrong, that its judg'd impregnable. Th- 
Trade 15 ſo ref, that private Shops there equal publick Store- 
houſes of otherÞPtaces, and the People are fo rich, that the Wife 
of every Mechanick goes in her Silks and Taffaties, 

The King of Spain has alſo in ly the City of Naples, which 
is the Capital of that Kingdom , and contains Seven Miles 
in compaſs. It's honoured with the Seat of a Viceroy, and the 
continual Reſort, if not conſtant Reſidence of moſt of the great 
Men of the Realm; which makes the private Buildings to be 
very graceful, and the publick ſtately; and it had increaſed 
much more in Buildings, if the King had not forbidden it by his 
ſpecial Eai& ; and this partly at the perſuaſion of his Noblemen, 
who fear'd, that if there were not ſuch a Reſtraint, their Vaſſals 
would forſake the 5 axe; to inhabit here, ſo to enjoy the Pri- 
vileges and Exemptions of the Royal City ; but principally upon 
Tealouſie, and point of State, the better to prevent all Revolts 
and Mutinies, which in moſt populous Cities are of greateſt 
danger. In the Account of Maſaniello's Rebellion at Naples, 
Amr. 1647, publiſhed by the Lord Alexander Giraff, we find that 
in Noples, at that time were above Six hundred thouſand Souls : 
for he there ſays, that Maſarielo, on the Fourth Day of his Rebel- 
lion, had One hundred and fifty thouſand Men bearing Arms 
under him, beſides Boys and Women. Now allowing as man 
Women in the City as Men, it makes Three hundred nd, 
and allowing all under Sixteen Years of Age in the City to equal 
1n number the Men and Women, it makes Six hundred thouſand, 
not counting decrepid perſons, which make a ' Sixth Part of 
Mankind, nor all thoſe perſons who adhering to the Viceroy, never 
followed Meſeniello. Scarce any Country of Exrope may be pre- 
ferred before the Kingdom of Naples for its Beauty, and excellen- 
cy of its Soil, and its great plenty of 'generous Wines, Fruits and 
Corn, or whatelſe may afford Delight and Pleaſure. - I 


T may add in the laſt place, that beſides Bruſſel in the Low- 
Countries, a well peopled Town Four Miles in compals, and 
Ghent, the greateſt City of all the Netherlands, the Birth-place of 
Charles the Fifth, who finding the Inhabitants . inclined to Sedi- 
tion, buile there the firſt Cittadel, which was built in Europe : 
the King of Spain has two conſiderable Towns in America» In 
the Southern Diviſion of it, Lima was of later years the chief 
Town (but fince ruined by an Earthquake) tho formerly Cuſco was 
the chief Town, this being the ancient: Seat-Royal of the Inpas, 
or Peruvian Emperors, ( the word Inga {ignifying an Emperor, as 
Caps Ings, by which name they ſomgtimes called them, the only 
Emperor ) who, the more to beautifie this City, commanded 
every.one of the Nobility to build here a Palace for their conti- 
nual Abode. The Emperor's Palace, now defaced, was ſeated 
on a lofty Mountain, and built of ſuch” huge and maſly Stones, 
that the Spamiards thought it rather to have been the Work of 
Devils than of Men The ſpacious Market-place there has been 
always eſteemed as the greateſt and moſt regular found in any 
Town of America : its Figure is {quare, and at us Angles, it gives 
an opening to four great Roads, tending in a ſtreight Line towards 
the four principal parts of the World, and to the moſt confiderable 
Provinces of the Empire of Peru, made by the Ingas of a vaſt 
length and breadth with a moſt incredible Charge and Pains for 
the uſe of their Subjects. To ſay a little of the Riſe of the Pe- - 
rwuien. Monarchs, Heylin tells us, that the Peruwians were gene- - 
rally governed by the Chief of their Tribes, as in all Countries 
elſe, where neither the Arms of Foreigners, nor the Ambion of 
ſome few of the Natives had diminiſhed any thing of thoſe na- 
tural Rights; nor ſubje& to any one Supreme, ll theſe later 
eimes, the Ivgas of Peru growing into their Greatneſs but a lntle _ 
before their Fall. Their Territory at firſt was not above Five or 
Six Leagues in compaſs, fituate in that part of the Country where 
Cuſco now ſtands. They were oppos'd. at their firſt Encroach- 
ments by their Neighbours, and had not prevaild to their Great- 
nels, had they not uſed the Policy ( hawever they got. ic) which 
has been uſed by many in theſe parts of the World, in Imitation 
of the Truth, conveyed down to us by Meſes and the Prophers, AJ 
from Neak and the Patriarchs, For the Ingas gave out that their - 
Family had not only been the Seminary from which Mankind 


came, but the Authors of that Religion. allo, which was mon n $4 
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g The Houſe of Auſtria; 


Earth we b_ eyes by i De- 
lupe, except only ſeven perſons, who had hid themſelves 1n a Cave, 
p62 56 ra CT hevicw liv'd in ſafety till the Fury of che 
Waters had been aſſwaged, they came abroad atlaſt, and repeopled 
the Country. That Yiracochs the Creator, and great God of Na- 
ture, had appear'd to one of them, and tau he him how, and wich 
what Rites he would be worſhipped ; which Rites were afterwards 
received over all Peru: and finally, that the ſame Viracocha had 
appeared lately to the Chief of their Family, affuring him, chat 
he would aid him with inviſible Forces againſt all cheir Enemies. 
This ſoon gained Belief among thoſe Barbarians, and drew many 
to take part with the Ingasr, whereby they became victorious, 
This is ſuppoſed to have happened Four hundred years before 
the Spaniards put an end to this flouriſhing Kingdom, a». 1533, 
within which time they had brought all the Country, which we 
now call Peru, and many of the adjacent Provinces under 
their Dominion. The I»ges were much reverenced by their Sub- 
jets, and fo faithfully ſerved, that never any of their Subjects 


uſe ; particularly that the whole 


were found guilty of Treaſon: nor wanted they good Arts 


whereby to indear their Subje&s, to. keep them out of leiſure to 
foment new Fa&ions. The way of Indearment was by the fair 
and fatisfatory Diſtribution of the Spoils gotten in the Wars, 
whether Lands or Goods; all which they divided into three parts, 
allotring the firſt unto the Service of the Gods; the ſecond for 
the maintenance of the King, his Court, and Nobles; the third 


to the relief of the common People. When there was no Cauſe 


of Wars, they kept the People buſted in Works of Magnificence, 
as bnlding of Palaces in every one of the conquered Provinces, 
which ſerved not only as Forts to aſſure the Conqueſt, but were 
employed as Store-Houles to lay up Proviſions to be diſtributed 


among the People in times of Dearth. But that which was the 


Work of greateſt Trouble, and chiefteſt Uſe, was the Croſs-ways 
that they made all over the Country, the one upon the Moun- 
eains, the other on the Plains, extending Five hundred Leagues 
in length ; a Work to be preferred before any of Rome and 


Eenps: for they were forced to raiſe the Ground in many places 
to the 


the height of the Mountains, and to lay the Mountains level 
with the flatteſt Plains, to cut through ſome Rocks, and 
znderprop others that were ruinous, to makeeven ſuch Ways as 


were uneaſie, and ſupport the Precipices, and in the Plains to 


vangquiſh 
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vanquiſh ſo many Difhculties, as the uncertain Foundation of a 


| ſandy Country muſt needs carry with it. And for the Nobility, 


the I=gs did. not only command them to refide 11 Cuſco, to be al- 
ſured of their perſons, but cauſed them to have their Children 
brought up there, that they might ſerve as Hoſtages for their Fa- 
thers Loyalty. They ordered alſo that all ſuch as repatred to. 
Cuſco, the Imperial City, ſhould be attired according to their own 
Country Faſhion, ſo to prevent thole Leagues and Afociations, 
which otherwiſe , without any Notice, or Obſervation, might 
be made amongſt them; and many ſuch politck- inftiturons 
were by them devis'd. 

As fo# the Names of the Ingas of Peru, Mango: Capac deſcended 
of the chief of the firſt ſeven Families, was the firit who laid the 
Foundation of this puiſſant Monarchy. The Fourteenth Inga of 
this Race was Arabaliba, who was vanquiſhed and taken Priloner 
by Franciſco Pizarro, the Spaniſh Commander at Caxamalca, in the 
Country of Lima; where, tho he gave him for a Ranſom of his 
Life and Liberty, an Holiſe piled up on all fides with Gold and 
Silver, valued ( as ſome lay) atten Millions of Crowns, yet they 
{flew him atlaſt; in whoſe place Prearrs foſticucea his ſecond 
Brother , called Mango-Capac the Szcond\, who was the Fif- 
teenth bye, and who, after many Viciflieudes of Fortune, 
was at lait {Jain in the City of Cuſco, and fo the Kingdom of the 


 Ingas began and ended in a Prince of the fame Name, as it has 


happened to many Eſtates. 

Armorial Exſigns, or the Diſtinction of Perſons, being a thing 
of common noyon, among Mankind, have bzen found, in 
{ome ſore, from all Antiquity in all Nations, more or leſs; 
and the Gentilitial Arms of the Ingas of Peru, on their firſt Dil- 
covery, were found to be, a Ficld Argent, charged with a Rainbow 
proper, betwixe ewo Snakes extended, allo proper. 

As to the Forces and Revenues of thele Ingas, doubtleſs they 
were exceeding great ; for tho ( as Heylin lays) we find no par- 
ticular Mufters, which they made of thetr Men, nor what great 
Armies they drew with them into the Field, yet by their great 
Succefles, and many Vidories, we may conclude them to have 
been Maſters of great Bands of Men, and skilful in the Arts of 
Conduct; nor can we atherwiſe conjecture at the Greatnels af 
their yearly Revenues, but by the Greatneſs of their Treaſure, 


ſo infinite and almaſt incredible, tharl the Vellels of the Kang 
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10 The Houſe of Auſtria,

Its in compaſs fix Miles, and contains | 
ſix thouſand Houſes of the Spaniards, and fixty thouſand of I«- 


 dians, The Inhabitants are fo very rich, that generally the 


Merchants, Tradeſmen, and Artificers go in greater State, and 
more ſplendid Equipage, than any People el{where of the like 
condition. The Inhabitants of that Country were governed by 
the Chiet of their Tribes till the year 14:2, that Acamapitz/; 
was ele&ed the firſt King; who with his Succeſfors encroach'd 
upon their Neighbours, till the year 1502, when Montezuma, 
the Second came to be their tenth King, who, who in the 
Eighteenth Year of his Reign was ſubdued by Cortez, and the 
City was taken, ſacked and burnt by the Spaniards, afliſted by 
_ Confederates of that Country, Auguſt 13. 1521, itbeing 
in the time of the Emperor Charles the Fifth. 

The Kings of Mexico are ſaid to have worn a Crown, reſem- 
bling that which is now uſed by the Dakes of Venice. And the 
Name of the firſt Mexican King being Acamapitzli, which in the 
Mexican Tongue ſignifies an handful of . Reeds (as Acoſta writes ) 
they carried in their publick Enſign, in memory of that great 


Prince, An Hand graſping many Arrows of Reeds : and the pe- 


culiar Arms of Mexico are; a Field Argent, charged with an Eagle 
Proper, holding in his Right Foot a Bird, the other Randing = 'F 
Cocthunele Tree, proper; growing out of a Stone. -

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The Revenues of the Kings of Mexico are thought to have 
been almoſt infinite, raiſed out of all Commodities, and paid in 
kind, whether natural or artificial only ; the King participating 
of the Fruits of all Mens Labours, and ſharing with = in their 
Wealth, ſome paying in Cups full of Powder of Gold, of two 
handfuls apiece, ſome Diamonds and Beads of Gold; Places of 
Gold of three quarters of a yard long, and four Fingers broad, 
Turquois Stones, Golden Targets, rich Feathers, Pictures, &c. 
not to mention things of inferior Value; all which in ſuch a 
wealchy and large Eſtate, muſt.needs afford him a Revenue e- 
qual to the greateſt Monarchs. ” 

IV. The Revenues of the King of Spain, which ordinarily 
ariſe out of his Eſtates, are computed to be nine millions of 
Crowns yearly, viz. four from his Dominions in ah, three 
from the Meſt- Indies, and two from his Kingdoms of Spain. He 
receives beſides yearly the Revenues of all the Maſfterſnps of the

The Empire contains above Three hundred Principalities, and 
Lordihips.

Indeed Philip the Se- 
cond, King of Spain, on ſome pretences, made himſelf Maſter 
of the Kingdom of Portugal by Force of Arms, am.

1640 ; for the Portugueſe, 
aQually rejeRing the Spaniſh Yoke, elefted Fobn, Duke of Bre-

L T firſt Great Dake of Moſcovy, who ſhook off the 


Tartarian bondage, was nam'd Febn, who Reign'd a- 

bout the year 1500, Since him the Government has 

| gone partly by Ele&ion, and partly by Succeflion. 

The laſt Eleted was Michael Fredrowitz,, Son of Theodore, the 

Patriarch of Meſco, and Grandfather to the preſent Czars. He 

was Elected 4». 1615, and ſettled this vaſt Empire, and manag'd 

itin a more conſtant way of Peace, with the Turk, Tartar, Pols- 

nian, and Swerblander, than any of his Predeceſlors had done be- 
fore him. 

Ac preſent there are two Brothers that Reign jointly, as Czars, 
Great Dukes, or Emperours of Moſcovy. The eldeſt is nam'd 
TIwan-Alexeewich, born about the year 1669. and has married the 
Daughter of one Soltikows, a Polander. The other 1s nam'd Peter 
Alexeewich, born about the year 1690. Upon the death of the 
late Czar, the elder of theſe came to the Crown, but by reaſon 
of his Natural Defeats, being judg'd by a great party of the Em- 
pire, unfit to Govern, they would have Depos'd him, and ſet 
up the younger Brother : but the former being upheld by a good 
Intereſt, after much ſtir, they came to this accommodation, thac 
they ſhould Reign joyntly. : 

I. The Great Seal of Moſcovy is, an Eagle diſplaied Sable, in a 
Field Or, bearing on its Breſt a Shield, the Field being Gules, 
charg'd with a S. George Argent, holding a Launce, with which he 
kills a Dragon. Betwixt the Heads of the Eagle are three Crowns 
plac'd one over the other, which are ſaid to ſignifie Meſcovy, and 
the two Kingdoms of Cafſan and Aſftracan. They ſay it was the 
Tyrant Iwam Baſileewich, who firſt made uſe of theſe Arms, to 
raiſe a belief that he was deſcended from the Ancient Rowan Em: 
perours, the word Czar, {ignifying Ce/ar. Heylin makes the Arms 
of Moſcovy, Sable, a Portal Open of two Leaves, and as many 
degrees Or. His Livery is of a Telow Colour. He is of the Greek 
Church, and the Moſcovites have a Bible tranſlated from the Greek, 
and printed in their own Tongue, which is the Sc/gwvonian, in the 
Meſcovite Characters. L IIL Moſ- 
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HI. Moſcow, ſeated onthe River of the ſame name, is the Capital 
\ City, and Imperial Seat. Few Cities in the World have ſuffer'd fo 
much by Fire. 4n.1571- the Tartars burnt it, and 1n it 80000 per. 
ſons, it being then 12 Miles in Compaſs, and containing 41 5c 
Families and Houſes; and: above 1500 Convents, Churches and 
Chapels. It keeps its Compaſs ſtill, but the number of Houſes 
is'net reſtor'd, they not extending above five Miles. Av. 1611. 
the Polanders burnt it : and An. 1676, the: Fire hapning by acci- 
dent, held on for three weeks, and burnt, as us ſaid, 5-09 
Houſes. This Town is apt to Fires, becauſe the Houſes of the 
Common People are generally built of Weod , with Mortar, 
mixt with Straw, and done over with Lime, brought from Sms. 
leniko, and are cover'd with Boards and Barks of "Trees, having 
ſometimes Turffs laid on them : and Fires would happen oftner 
there, but that Soldiers and Guards are appointed to take care 
of it. The Churches and Houſes of the Perſons of Quality are 
| built with Stone or Brick, and ſome of the chief Churches are 
cover'd with. gilt Copper, or Tin, and have many Globes of 
the ſame Metal on them, ſo that the Proſpe& of Moſcow is very 
beautiful. There is a Bel.raisd on a Tower of Moſcow, which 
weighs above one hundred ſeventy {1x Tuns. Two hundred Tuns 
9 Metal were allow:d-for making it. Its twenty four Eoot in 
hight, che Clapper is twenty one Foot in length, and weighs 
above.ſeven Tuns.

"TS probable that upon the breaking of the great Empire 
of the Tartar: into pieces, upon the death of Tamerlane, 
. which hapned An. 1402. The Precopenſes or European 
Tartars ſubmitted to a Prince of their own Nation, un» 
der the Power and Government of whoſe Succeſlors they ſtill 
continue. 

The name of the preſent Cham of the Leſſer Tartary, or of 
the Crim Tartar, 15 Nuradia Kiery, He has a Wife, call'd the 
Chamine and four Children, to all whom the Emperour of Ger- 
many (ent Preſents ſome years ſince. He is call'd the Crim Tar- 
tar from the Town of Crim ; the Ancient Seat of the Chams, and 
at that time the faireſt and greateſt of the Country, ſituate in the 
midſt thereof, and fortified with a ſtrong Caſtle ; and for the 
hight of the Walls, and depth of the Ditch eſteem'd Impregnable. 

The Country 1s alſo call'd Tartaria Precopen/is from Precopia, a 
chief Town thereof. 

IE. He bears Or, three Griflins Sable, arm'd Gules, His Livery 
1s of a ——B colour. The Religion there moſt Embrac'd and 
Countenanc'd 1s that of Mahbomet, mingled with ſome few of 
their old Principles of Chriſtianity : for they confeſs that Chriſt 
ſhall be Judge both of the Quick and Dead, in the day of Judg- 
ment; and puniſh i ofe that ſpeak irreverently of him : which 
makes great ſtore of Grecian and Armenian Chriſtians dwell a- 
mong them. The Language which they ſpeak 15 their own Tar-

- IV. The Revenues of this Prince are uncertain, his Subjets 
having but little mony, and living moſt upon Bartering of their 
Cattle: beſide what he has in Lands and Cuſtoms, and five 
thouſand five hundred Ducats yearly, which he receives from 
the Great Turk, he has the tenth of all Spoils which are gotten in 
the Wars. |

HE Turks, who anciently inhabited about the F:ns 
of Mas, livd a poor and contemptible Nation, 
| till Mabomer, the Sultan of -Perſian, Rebelling a- 
gainſt his Lord and Maſter, the Caliph of Babylon, 

call'd theſe Twrks to his aid, and by their help obtain'd a fignal Vi- 
Rory: after which they defired their Wages, and a fair diſmifli- 
on, which he refuſiug, they thereupon, under the Condud of 
Tangrolipix, their chief Leader, - aſſaulced the Per/ians; and in 
their ſecond Fight, overthrew and ſlew the Sw/tan himſelf ; and 
Tangrolipix was by both Armies proclaim'd Swlran, or King of 

Perfis, about the year 1030. | 

There were at that time among the Turks, two noted 
Tribes, the Selzauccian, and the Oguzian, of the former Tribe 
the foremention'd Tangrolipix was the Head; but this Line be- 
1ng at length all worn out, one Orroman, chief of the Ogu- 
ian Tribe, from ſmall beginnings, warring againſt the Chri/t:ans 
polleſt himſelf at length of the City of Nice, not long before, 
the Imperial Seat of the Greek Emperour:, And Ayn. 1300. took

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on kim the Title of Sultan; and from this Ottoman incluſively, 
ſeven Sa/tans of the ſame Race Reign'd; till increaling their 
Dominions,to the year 1450. when Mahomet the Second, ſurnam'd 
the Great, and firſt Emperour of the Turks, Conquer'd the two 
Empires, of Conſtantinople, and Trapezund, twelve Kingdoms. 
and two hundred Cities: from whom the preſent Emperour ot 
the: Turks, being the fifteenth incluſively of the ſame Race, is 
deſcended. His Name is Achmet, proclaim'd Emperour Tune 22. 
169+. upon the death of his Brother Solyman. 
IL Hebears, Vere, a Creſcent Argent, creſted with a Turbant, 
charg'd with three black Plumes of Herons Quils, with this Morte, 
| Donec totem Impleat Orbem. His Standards have the name of God, 
and ſometimes that of Mahbomer, written on them, in Arabick 
Characters : beſide theſe there is a Great Standard of the Empire, 
and- the Took, or the Horſe-Tail. 
. ..The Great Standard of the Empire is like a ſort of Enſign, or 
Colours of a Company : its carefully kept in the Seraghzo, be- 
cauſe they ſay, the Legiſlator Mahomet has made the Impreſſion of 
his Hand on it. 

The Took, or Horſe-Tail is carried on an half Pike, in memory 
of a Bacha, who, when thoſe under his Command had loſt their 
Great Standard, cut off an Hor/e-Tail with his Semiter, and faſtn'd 
it to-an half Pike, held it up, and Rallied his Men, and defeated 
the Enemy. 

I know not whether this Horſe-Tail may not relate to the Horſe- 
Tail of the famous Captain Sertorizs ; who to teach his Men that 
the ſtreſs of War lay 1n unity, ſhew'd them an Horſe-Tail, from 
Which it was ealie for any Man to draw out the Hairs one by 
one, but that no Man could draw them out when joyn'd together. 

The Grand Signior carries in his Turbant three Plumes made of 
Herons Feathers; but if he ſends the Grand Vifier to the Army, he 
takes out one, and puts it in the Yi/iers Turbant, for a mark of the. 
Authority he gives him. | 
The Mabometans go by a Lunar Calculation in their Calendars, 
and this is the reaſon why thoſe Worſhippers cauſe the Creſcent, or 
Figure of the New Moon to be ſet on the ſpires of thei Moſchs, 
or Megids, as we the Cock or Vane, &c. on ours. They fer ic 
alſo upon their Ships inſtead of the Heathens Caffor and Poluz..

who had beſtowed ſeventeen years in finiſhing « _— firſt. 
with the Patriarch Eathymixs, he gave God thanks, that by his 
affitance he had compleated ſo admirable a Work, and ſaid: Yics 
te Solome. And on-a- Pedeſtal in the midſt of the Imperial Foun: 
tain, before the Church, he cauſed to be placed the Statue of So- 
lomon as gazing on it, and holding his Finger on his Mouth, as 
owning himſelf far exceeded: by this Structure of the new Hie- 
ruſalem, But however this Temple is adorned, its but a Trifle, 
if. compared in bigneſs with the ancient Temple at Hieruſalem. . 

There 1s a pleaſant ſtory in Ghcas relating to this Edifice. 
When Fuſ{tinian undertook to build it, he bought ſeveral Houſes 
near the place where he intended the Building, which, People, 
willing to promote the Work, fold him at. a reaſonable. value. 
But there was one Man, who by no means would part with his 
Houſe, notwithſtanding any Offers made him by the Empe- 
ror; whereat the Emperor was much troubled. A Magiſtrate 
of the Town underſtanding this, and well knowing the Genizs \bf 
the Man, and that he. was greatly delighted in ſeeing Feats of 
Chivalry, at a time when a Turzament was to be held, clapped 
this Man into cuſtody ; whereupon he cryed out that the Empe- 
ror ſhould have what he pleaſed, ſo he might have freedom ta 
ſee the fight ; and parted with his Houſe accordingly. 

The Palace of, the Serag/;o contains three Courts, one within 
anather, the Buildings yielding unto thoſe of France and Italy, 
for the neat contrivances, but far ſurpaſſing them for colt and. 
curiouſnels. 

The Grand Seignior has many other conſiderable--Cities; the 
chief is Grand Cairo in Egypt, which-is eight miles in compals, 
and being viewed from a high place, it preſents a moſt delightful 
'rhxm,ok the Moſques being buile of various Colours, and very. 
deautious, and the other Houles, tho but two ſtories high, ha- 
ving generally their Roofs raiſed with Turrets for Coverings, and 
being all ſurrounded with Palm Trees, and Gardens. 

. Alexandria allo in Egypt, has been a conſiderable Town, be= 
longing to the. Grand Seignior : its at preſent full of Ruins, and 
but poorly inhabited; the cauſe is imputed to the 1lIneſs ob 
the Air, during the Months of Fuly, Auguſt, September and Oftober ; _ 
which is thought to proceed from this, that the greateſt part of

He has alſo the City of Bebylon, in Chaldea; not the ancient 
Babylon, but another City, goin by that name, ſituate forty miles 
more North; maintained chiefly at preſent by the Trade of 4. 
leppo, and being ſeven milesin compaſs. 

IV. The _ Empire being of ſo vaſt an extent in three 
parts of the World, viz. Africa, Aſia, and the better part of Zu- 
rope, muſt of neceflity yield an immenſe Treaſure: a certain 
Author ſays he has under him ſeventy Kingdoms, and three Em- 
pires- The Revenues conſiſt chiefly in Tributes raiſed on the 
People, and in Cuſtoms, and theſe are paid for the moſt partin 
Silver. | As for the Gold which is raiſed, it proceeds from four 
Sources, whereof two are foreign, and two of the Country. 
Oneof the firſt is the Trade of the Engliſh, French, Dutch, 1:a- 
lians, Moſcovites, and Polanders, who bring !Ducats from their 
Countries. The other is their annual Tribute of the Cham of 
the Leſſer Tartar), the Princes of Tranſylvania, Moldavia, Vala- 
 chia, the Republick of Raguſa, and a part of Mingrelia and of 
- Ruſſia ought to pay the Grand Seignior in Gold, which amountsto 
conſiderable Sums. One of the two Sources of the Country is 
the Spoils of the Bachs's, all their Monies, which for the moſt 
part is Gold, coming to the Grand Seignior at their Deaths: the 
' other the Revenue of Exypt, which amounts yearly to twelve 
millions of Livres. ide this yearly Income, the Turk has a 
ſecret Treaſure, conſiſting of ſuch ſtores of Gold, as thave been 
laid up by the Orromen Princes and in this private Treaſury when 
Ibrahim, this Emperor's came to the Crown, there 
were four thouſand Bags of Gold, each contaimng 15e00 Ducats, 
of Gold, or thirty thouſand Crowns, which Summ makes three 
hundred and fixty millions of Livres © 

Some have affirm'd the Grand Szignior to be Proprietor of all 
the Lands under his Dominions, and that Fathers do not leave the 
Succeſlion to their Children, which is a great miſtake; for the 

ght of inhericing according to the degrees of Blood is not only 
granted the Twrks, but likewiſe to the Greeks, they paying the 
Grand Seignior only about three per Cer. at each change of Heir:

Iſtorians make eight Dynaſtyes of Perſian Kings. 
The fifth of theſe Dynaſftyes was begun in the perſon 
of Tangrolipix, the firſt Perſian King of the Turkiſh 

a. A. Race, ann. 1030, who is mentioned by me in my 

foregoing Account of Turky, This Race failing, the ſixth Dyna» 
fy began in Haalon, made King of Perſia by Occats, the Great 

Cham of Tartary, ann. 1260, This Tartarian Dyna#ty ended alſo 1n 
Perſia with the Race of Tamerlane; and the ſeventh Dynaſty of 
the Turcoman, or Armenian Race began in Uſſas Caſſanes, ann. 
1472, he being the Son of one of thoſe poor Armenian Princes, 
diſpofſelied by 5ajazer the Firſt, Emperor of the Turks, and re- 
ſtored by Tameriane, who grew at length to that power, that he 
overthrew in a pitched Field Zeuzes, the laſt of the Tartarian 
Race, and {ew him. | 

This Dynaſty of the Twrcoman or Armenian Race continued 
till 1496, that 4lanar, the laſt King of ic was overthrown and 
ſlam by Hy/mae/, one of the Sophian Race and Faction. The 

Quarrel and Occaſion was thus. 
 Mahomet the Impoſtor, and firſt Emperor of the Saracens, by 
his laſt Will and Teſtament bequeathed the Succezſlion of that E- 
ſtate to Haly, his near Kinſman, and Husband to Fatima his el- 

deſt Daughrer : but Abudezar, Haumar, and Oſman, three power- 
ful Men, and the chief Commanders of the Army in the ame of 

Mahomet , ſucceflively followed one another in the ſupreme 
Dignity. After their Deaths Hali enjoyed that Honor for a little 
while, ſupplanted firſt, and afterwards vanquiſhed by Mubawias, 
4 great Man of War, who ſucceeded in it, and to ſecure himſelt, 
flew Haſew, or Oſſan, the Son of Hali, and eleven of his Sons, a 

twelfch eſcaping, called u/a Ceredine, from whom Hyſmael Sopht 
abovementioned, was lineally deſcended, who, after his Victory, 
and being crowned King, or Shaw of Perſia, altered the Form of 

Religion, making Hal; and himſelf the ſole Succeſſors of 3440- 
wet, and condemning Abudezar, Haumar, and Oſman with the 


Turks, -as Rebels, and Schiſmaticks. Hence proceeded the 
M Bloody 
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Bloody Wars betwixt them and the Turks ; the Perſians burning 
whatſoever Book they found concerning thoſe three ; and the 
 Twrks holding ic more meritorious to kill one Perfiar, than ſeven. 
ty Chriſtians. I 

This Hyſmael Sophi was the Founder of this erghth Djnafy of 
the Perſian Kings, ann. 1505, from whom is deſcended, 

Cha Soliman, the preſent King of Perſia, at his coming to the 
- Crown called Cha Sophi ; he came to be King, an». 1665, his 
Father great Cha Abas then dying, himſelf at that time being 
thirty five years of Age. Its' a remarkable Paſſage concerning 
the change of this King's Name, and his being twice crown'd, 
which was on this occaſion. Es 

It happened ſome time after his' being crowned, that he grew 
indiſpoſed in his Health, and his Phyſician had tried ſeveral me- 
thods on him without ſucceſs ; whereupon the King's Mother 
growing 4mpatient, fel] ſeverely on the Phyſician, and charged 
him for being either Fool or Traitor, that he did not cure the 
King. The Do&or finding himſelf ſo hardly put to it, had'no 
way to ſhifc himſelf but by charging the Fault on the Stars and 
the Aſtrologers ; and told her, if the King languiſhed, and could 
not recover a perfe& health, it_ proceeded not from any Failure 
in him, or his Medicines, but for that the Aſtrologers had not 
| taken the Alpe& of a fortunate Conſtellation at the time of 
tis Coronation. The Phyſician was back'd by all his Friends at 
Court, and particularly by one of the King's Aſtrologers, who 
had a ſecret hatred againſt the Prince of the Aftrologers, who 
had been appointed to obſerve the favourable hour for the King's 
Coronation ; and the former made out the miſtake aſtrologically 
tothe Grandees of the Court; ſo that the King and Queen Mo- 
ther were poſſeſſed of the truch of what the Mficien had aver- 
red. The chief Aſtrologer ſeeing how things went, was forced, 
for fear of drawing on him ſomewhat worſe, not only to forbear 
contradiQion, but withal to applaud what was ſaid; and upon 
this ſecond Inauguration, the King changed his name, as is (aid 
betore, which was judged unfortunate to the State; and he began 
| ( as he thought) to find himſelf better afterward. 

Note that the word Cha, in the Perſian Tongue, ſignifies King, 

and that tho many call all the Kings of Perſia, Sobpies, ſome mo- 
dern Accounts fay it is an Error ſo. to do, and that Sopbi is 4 


proper name, or rather a name of the Religion of Halj; it. ſig- 
nifying wile and knowing in the Law. IL 
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II. Concerning this King's Arms, there are various opinions. 
According to his Picture, to be ſeen in many places, there is a 
Sun Or, in a Field Azure. According to ſome ancient Books of 
Heraldry, the Kings of Perſia have a white Banner, charged with 
an Eaglediſplayed and crowned Or. Another Author afſures us 
they give the Creſſent, as the Turkiſh Emperors, with this diffe- 
rence, that there'is an Hand added to it. Others maintain that 
beſide their _— the Creflent, they cauſe it to be carried be- 
fore them, when they walk in Ceremony, and that all Mahbome- 
tan Kings have the Creflent in their Arms, and that Blazon and 
Coats of Arms are not much uſed in thoſe Countries, but that in 
lieu, they make uſe of ſome Marks. - Another ſays they bear Or 
with a Dragon Gules, and another ſays Or, with a Buffalo's 
' Head Sable, Others ſay they give the Sun and Moon; and others 
a riſing Sun on the back of a Lion with a Crefſent: and in truth 
this is their Emblem and Hieroglyphick, and the Armenians, Sub- 
jets to the Perſian, that areat Pars, ſay, that theſe are the Arms 
of this Crown, and our Merchants at London, who have lived in 
Perſia many years, affirm this to be the great Seal of the King of 
Perſia, His Livery is of a-——— Colour. He profeſſes the Ma- 
hbometan Religion according to the Doctrine of Hali, the Turks 
following that of Oſman, and he uſes the Perſian Language, which 
is not limited within the Provinces of the Perſian Empire, but uſed 
alſo in the Court and Camp of the Great Mogul, and ſome parts 
of, Zagaihay: and where its not vulgarly ſpoken, its ſtudied and 
underſtood by perſons of the more eminent ſort, as the Latin, by 
the Gentry of theſe Weſtern parts ; fo that he that has this Lan- 
guage, may travel over all the Eaſt without an Interpreter. 

IIL H;/paan, ſeated on the River Sendernt, is the Capital City 
of Perſia, and the ordinary place of Reſidence of the Kings. 
The Town and Suburbs are almoſt of as great extent as) Pars; 
but the number of the Inhabitants is much lefſer. The greateſt 
part of the Houſes there are but of one ſtory, or two, at 
moſt; they are built of Bricks, only dryed in the Sun, and ge- 
nerally they have tlacRoots ( a5 generally in the Eaſt ) and have 
Tereſſes on the tops. The Fronts facing the Streets are very 
mean, and the Mens Apartments are very neat : as for thoſe of 
the Women, Strangers are no ways permitted to ſee them. Each 
confiderable Houſe has a Garden beionging to it, where they do

IV. Pontier, a late French Writer, tells us that the King of Per/i: 
has fifteen millions of Crowns, annual Rent. His Revenues 2- 
riſe from the Fiſhery of Pearls, found on his Coaſts, , from the 
Mines of the old and new Rocks of Twrky Sienes, from the Cu: 
toms and the Sale of all ſorts of Merchandizes, which pay pco- 
portionably to the price they are ſold at, And each publick Hall 
buile far the Entertainment of Travellers pays the King a 
Tribute. | 
The Government of the King of Perfis\, tho it be deſpoti- 
cal and [cvere, has a great deal leis of the Tyrant in it, than any 
otherof the Meabometan Kings, or Princes; theſe cheriſhing their 
Brethren, maintaining Nobility amongit them, and encouraging 
Induſtry ; which makes them to be better ſerved than the Turk or 
Tartar, to both- whom they are far inferior both in Power and 
Treaſure.

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Grand Tartary and Chingy 


= HE Chronicles of China tell us of three hundred and 
forty Kings, which for the ſpace of 4000 years there 
Reign'd, and that the Country being without Rule or 
ſcttled Government before, was firſt reduc'd into Or- 
der by one Vitey, by whom the people were inſtructed in Phyſick, 
Afﬀtrology, Divination, the Arts of Tillage, Shipping, &c. Of 
this Kings Race there are ſaid to have been two hundred 
and ſeventeen Kings, who held the State 2257 years. The laſt 
of them was Tzain!zon, who being 11] Nzighbour'd by the Scy- 
thians (not yet call'd Tartars) TR ſaid to have built that vaſt Wall, 
extended four hundred Leagues in length, parting Tartary from 
China, having at the end of every League a ſtrong Rampart, or 
Bulwark, continually Garrizon'd, and well furmiſh'd with all war- 
hke Necefſaries- This Wal in reality is only a continuation made 
good of a Chain of Mountains, dividing the two Countries ; 
there being a Work of the like Nature, tho not for the fame 
uſe, in the Kingdow of Peru in America; of which Þ have given 
an account before. Now this King Tzamtizon being (lain by ſome 
of his Subjeat, : who found themſelves burthen'd and waſted with 
this Work, the Race'of theſe Kings ended ; and then ſeveral 
Princes of Chineſe Families held the Government one after ano- 
ther, and afterwards ſeveral Tartar Princes ; China being Con- 
uer'd by the Tartars, and made a Province by them, nll about 
the year 1269; when a Chineſe, nam'd Hugh, a mean Perſon, 
but of great Courage, rais'd to himſelf a ſtrong Party, and drove 
the Tartars out of all, and was Crown'd Emperour of Chia; 
taking to himſelf the name of Hugas (by ſome Writers com- 
monly call'd Hombs) that 1s a famous Warrior, and gave to his 
Children and their Poſterity the name of the Taigian Family, 
from whom the laſt King of China, call'd Zunchins was deſcended, 
and under whom China was again Conquer'd by the Tartars, and 


continuzs under their fubje&ion. 
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To give an account of the riſe of the Tartars, it was as fol- 
lows, Eaſt Tartary contains many ts Govern'd formerly 
by diſtin& Governours;. and among thoſe Regions, there were 
4 of chiefeſt Note ; whereof one. was nam'd Tartar, giving 
nams to the Tartars, which was divided among five Tribes, each 
Govern'd by its Chief, as its commonly among barbarous Na- 
tions, tho all of them were ſubordinate to an higher Power, be- 
ing oppreſt by a King of Tenduc, another of the fix chief 
Regions,ſo call'd. But at length one Cingi, a Chief of one of the 
ſaid five Tribes, firſt with the force of his own Tribe, ſubdued 
_ the other four Tribes, and afterward the King of Tenduc him- 
ſelf : and then took on him the Title of Cham, or .Emperour, 
about the year 1162. And this was the firſt ſtep by which this 
baſe and beggarly Nation, began their Empire and Sovereignty ; 
whereas before they liv'd hike Beaſts, having neicher Letters, 
Faith, nor dwelling but in Tents, nor. any thing befitting Men. 
Some write that Cmpis before he joyn'd Battle with the King of 
Tenduc conſulced with his Diviners and Afſtrologers of the Succeſs, 
who taking a green Reed, cleft it alunder, and on one piece writ 
the name of Cingis, and on the other the name of the King of 
Tenduc, and plac'd them not far aſunder, and then fell to read- 
ing their Charms and Conurations ; whereupon the Reeds fell 
a fighting, in the fight of the whole Army, the Reed of Cings 
overcoming the other, whereby they foretold the joyful News 
of Victory to the Tarters; which accordinly hapned. But whe- 
ther this ſeems not a Story contriv'd in imitation of the Rod of 
Moſes, and thoſe of Pharao's Magicians, I leave it to Conlidera- 
tion. From the foreſaid Cings, the preſent Cham, or Emperour 
of Grand Tartary and China 15 deſcended. The moſt famous of 
all the Chams of Tartary was the Great Tamerlane, who Reign'd 
| about the year 1379. he being thought co have ſubdued more 
Provinces 1n his hife time than the Romans had done in eight 
Pang ponny ng he _ _ ag aat — his Chil- 
ren, Viz. Perſia to Mizra Charock, his fourt n, Zagathy ta 
- another, Oc. ea 
The account of the preſent Emperour of the 4fatick Tartars 
and of Chin ſtands thus. Ar. 1644. a Chineſe call'd Lycungws re- 
volted againſt the Emperour of Chins call'd Zunchins, defeated 
many of his Generals and ſurpriz'd the Town of Peking. The 
Emperour for fear of falling into the Hands of the Rebels, ran 


into 
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into the Garden of his Palace, and ſeeing himſelf purſned, h 
himſelf to a Tree. Some time before, uf had Au a ppl ag 
able Army againſt the Tartars, who had made ſome Incurſions 
;nto China : Uſangus, who commanded: it, hearing all what had 
paſt, ſent to defire the Tartars to joyn with him, and to march 
together againſt the Rebels. Zungrews the King of the Tartar: 
accepted the —— and came to him with eighty thouſand 
Horſe, which were followed by above two hundred thouſand 
Foot. As ſoon as the Tartars ſaw themſelves the ſtronger, they 
made Uſangus and his Troops to ſhave themſelves hke the Tar- 
tars, and went ſtraight to Peking, which Lycunges had forſaken, af- 
ter having pillag'd it of all the Treaſures of the Emperours of 
| China. Zungtexs the King of the Tartars died on the way, and 
lefe but one Son, fix years of Age. The Tartars own'd him 
for their Emperour, and after having Crown'd him ſecond Em- 
perour of China by the name of Zunchins, they purſued their 
Enterprize under the Condud of” Amavangys, his Uncle and 
Tutor ; and 1n ſeven years they perfe&ed the Conqueſt of almoſt 
the whole Empire, and defeated many Princes of the Royal 
Houſe; who had been Crown'd in different Provinces. This Em- 
. perour Zunchius died Feb, 6. 1661. and had for Succeſſor his Son, 
only eight years of Age. He ordered dying that his Mother and 
Grandmother ſhould have the care of his Education till he were 
Major ; and that the State ſhould be Govern'd by four Manda- 
rins, or great Lords of the Tartars, He was call'd then Hzi, but 
fince he has aſcended the Throne, he has caus'd himſelf to be 
call'd Tunchi, He Reigned peaceably till the beginning of the 
year 1674, that the foremention'd Uſangws, ſeeing the Deſola- 
tion of his Country, and being in ſome power, as being Viceroy 
of Quarſi, now let his Hair grow like the Chineſes, and endea-_ 
vour'd to ſhake off the Tartar Yoke, making himſelf Maſter in 
a little time of four great Provinces, on the weſtern part of 
China, and drawing to his fide the Viceroys of Foquien and Can- 
#03, who commanded on the Eaſt and South. But theſe three 
could not long agree, ſo that the two laſt ſubmitted chemſelves 
again to the Tartars ; and Uſangus now ſtands only on a defen- 
five War, being Maſter of the Provinces of Quanſi and Hu- 
quan, where the Chijneſes keep ſtill ſome remainder of their firſt 


Grandeur. 
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IL Pontier ſays that this Emperour bears, Or, an Owl Sable, 
for Tartary ; and that, as King of 'China he bears, Argent, three 
Blackamoors Heads, plac'd in front, their buſt veſted Gules. 
Another ſays the Kings of China have for Blazon, two Dragons, 
and that the Ancient Kings of Chins had a kind of Crown. That 
now the Tartar Kings that command there, have for their Royal 
mark, a ſort of Cap, compaſt about with a Circle of Ivory, and 
terminating in a point, with a kind of Tower, Or; on the top 
\ of which there are many Pearls, and among them one as big as a 
Pidgeons Egg : theſe Pearls being the fole mark of che Royalty, 
none of the Kings of China, how abſolute ſoever they may be, 
daring to wear them on their Caps. The Ancient Morro of the 
Emperours of Tartary, engrav'd in their Seals was this. Dews in 
Celo & Chiukuth Cham in Terra, Dei fortitudo, & omnium homi- 
num Imperator. This Emperous Livery 1s of a colour. 
He profeſſes the Mabomeran Religion, and uſes the Chizeſe and 
Tartarian Languages. 

- HI. Maneſſon Mallet, in his late deſcription of the Univerſe, 
favs that the little knowledge Men have had of the Eaſtern part 
of Tartary, which is on the North of China, has occaſton'd the 
Errour of many perſons, who have taken Chambalu and Peking 
for twodifferent Towns : the greateſt part of Geographers having 
made Chambalu the Capital City of Carhai, which they believ'd 
to be one of the chief Countries of Tartery ; but ſince we have 
{een the relation of the Voyage of the Dutch to: China, and that 
of Father Kircher, it has no longer been doubted, but that 
Caths; was the northern 'part of China, and that the Town ot 
Peking was that which the Saracens, and Moſcovites call Cham- 
bals, that 1s, the Court or City of the King, the name of. Peking 
fignifying the ſame in the Chineſe Language. This City is ſaid 
to be of a vaſt extent, but we have not any account thereof to 
rely on, but its generally agreed that the Houſes, for the moſt 
Part, are but of one Story ; and the Sreets being not pav'd, (o 
| troubleſom a duſt is raisd by the Wind in the Summer, that it 
forces thoſe who have not Portative Chairs, to cover their Faces 

with a Linnen. Cloth, reaching to their Girdles, thro which they 
mayfſee without being ſeen ; and the Dirt makes the Streets al- 
together as offenfive in the Winter. - In this City, as they ſay, 

the King has a-Pallace of great Magnificence and Curioſity. 


Nanking 
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Nanking is the Next chief City of China, and not inferiour to 
. the former-only in the number of Inhabitants, which, by rea- 
ſon of the Kings Reſidence at Peking, is there greater. The 
Houſes of the chief Merchants are very well built, and of ma- 
ny Stories. They compute 1n it a Million of Inhabitants, with- 
. out compriſing a Garriſon of forty thouſand Men, kept there by 
the Tartars, under the Command of the Lieutenant General, of 
the Southern Provinces, who reſides there. There are ſeveral 
accounts of the vaſt numbers of Cities, Towns, Villages, Houfes 
and Inhabitants of China, as alſo of their incredible numbers 
of Shipping, concerning all which we want more perfe&t ac- 
counts to rely on. 

IV. Is ſaid that the Kings of China have ordinarily had an 
yearly Revenue of above one hundred and fifty Millions of 
Crowns. His Revenues, as Cham of Tartary may be what he 
liſts himſelf, he being the abſolute Lord of all the Subje&t has, 
- without any thing he can call his own. But that which ordi- 
narily accrues to him is the Tenth of the Wooll, Silk, Hemp, 
Corn and Cattle : and he draws into his own Hands all the 
Gold and Silver which is brought into the Country ; and which 
he cauſes to be melted, and preſerv'd in his Treaſury 3 impoſing 
_ on his people inſtead of mony, in ſome places, Cockleſhells, 
others a black Coin, made of the Batk of Trees, with his ſtamp 
on it: and he keeps to himſelf the whole Trade of Pearl fiſhing, 
mich _ Man, upon pain of death, dares fiſh for, but by leave

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ll, Fhe City where he kegps. his Court: is call'd Agra. Hz 
Hiſpaan, The Houſes of the Perſons of Quality are Magaih- 
cent tho they are but of one Story, or two at moſt, and arc

IV. This King has an infinite Treaſure in Gold and pretious 
Stanes. -His yearly-Revenue is ſaid to be fifty Millions of Crowns; 
and he is Heir to every Mans Eſtate, that is worth an having; 
the Perſons and Purſes of his Subjects being at his ſole diſpoſal, to 


that he may amaſs what Treaſures, and raiſe what Forces for 
War he pleaſes.

of Sandtity, that Mahomer, the then King of Fez, made Amer, 
the elder of them, Governor of the famous College of Amade- 
rach, and the youngeſt, called Mabomer, Tutor to his Children. 
In thoſe days { Portugueſe greatly infeſted the Provinces of the 
Realm| of Meracco; to repreſs whoſe Inſolences, Mabomet and 
Amet obtained Commitſtions, tho much oppoſed therein by Au- 
ley, the King's Brother, who told him, that under colour of Re- 
ligion, they might quickly raiſe themſelves to a power, and how - 
unſafe it was to truſt an arm'd Hypocrilie. But this Counſel 
was reje&zd, and they being furniſhed with an Army, deteated..
